More than 18 properties are ransacked in past two months 


CRIME GANG 
HITS HOMES 


A CRIMINAL network 
ransacking homes for 
jewellery and other 
goods has struck 18 
times in the past two 
months, police say. 

Police are liaising with 
officers from forces in 
London and surrounding 
counties after a spate of bur¬ 
glaries worth more than 
£100,000 across Cherwell. 

In the past two months 18 
properties in Banbury and 
Bicester have been targeted

by what police believe is a 
network of thieves. 

Homes have been ran¬ 
sacked for significant 
amounts of cash and high 
value jewellery, including 
what officers have called 
'Asian jewellery'. 

Other items taken includ¬ 
ed clothing and cars. Police 
say the value of stolen items 
is in excess of £100,000. 

DS Steve Birchall said 


police believed the inci¬ 
dents were linked to one 
network of people, and the 
thieves were not believed to 
be local. 

He said: "Generally, we 
do really well on detection 
rates in this area. This series 
has been completely unpre¬ 
dictable and has come in 
the last two months. 

"There have been 18 
offences in the Cherwell 
area, and there has been a

Man died after 
falling in street 

■ W OXON: The death of an 
86-year-old man who fell in 
the street was accidental, an 
inquest heard last Thursday. 

John Brown, of Boulters 
Barn Cottage, Churchill Road, 
Chipping Norton, fell outside 
Sainsbury's in Chipping 
Norton on June 6 this year. 

The retired chartered 
accountant was admitted to 
Oxford's John Radcliffe 
Hospital with a head injury 
and underwent surgery. 

The inquest at Oxfordshire 
Coroner's Court heard he died 
on June 16 from hospital- 
acquired pneumonia after a 
blood clot on the brain. 


'Dog's best pal stages 60s party 

IF DOGS are a man's best 
friend, then Karl Thompson is a 
dog's best friend. 

Mr Thompson held a '60s- 
themed party for 150 people 
in his back garden to raise 
money for Banbury charity 
Dogs for the Disabled. 

He raised £1,000 for the 
charity, which trains dogs to 
help adults and children across 
the UK with conditions like 
autism. 

The Summer 60s Festival, 
which took place on August 
17, was Mr Thompson and his 
wife June's fifth annual 
fundraiser at their Great 
Bourton home. 

The event saw performances 
from some of Mr Thompson's 
friends in bands including 
Chris Farlowe, Cupid's 
Inspiration and The Shakers. 

In previous years, they have 
raised funds for Katharine 
House Hospice, Banbury 
Guide Dogs and Changing 
Faces. 

Mr Thompson, 60, who 
owns Bourton Drain Services, 
said: "I read a story in the 
Banbury Cake about a lad who 
they were training a dog for 
and my mind was made up." 

Dogs for the Disabled was 
established in 1988 and this 
year celebrates its 25th 
anniversary. 

The charity has trained 
more than 650 dogs and 
currently has nearly 280 
working in England and Wales. 

It costs £12,000 to fund 
each dog from birth and train 
it, and nearly £20,000 to fund 
the dog for its working life.

'Sexist' titles to 
stay after vote 


A BID to ban 'sexist' council 
titles has been thrown out. 

Labour and Green councillors 
voted to remove the 'man' from 
the traditional term 'chairman' 
given to both men and women at 
Oxfordshire County Council. 

But after a 45-minute debate 
at a full council meeting the 
motion failed with the opposi¬ 
tion branding it a waste of time. 

It was tabled by new Banbury 
Ruscote councillor and Labour 
deputy leader John Christie, 
pictured , who said he had strong 
personal reasons for trying to get 
rid of what he saw as sexist 
language. 

He said: "When my daughter 
was six I remember quite 
distinctly her asking 'dad, can't I 
become a policeman?' 

"I think people should be 
allowed to follow their con-

sciences. My proposal is saying 
that I'm asking members to 
respect one another and that, if I 
want to use gender-inclusive 
language, I should be able to. 

"We will be a better country 
when the last bastion of sexist 
language is gone." 

Currently, the traditional term 
'chairman' is used by most 
councillors, and the use of 
'chair' - Labour's pre¬ 
ferred title - is often 
greeted with rebukes 

The Liberal 

Democrats refused to 
support the motion and 
instead abstained after 
an amendment the group 
tabled, which would 
allow chairmen to dic¬ 


tate what they wanted to be 
called, failed. 

Lib Dem deputy group leader 
and Abingdon South councillor 
Neil Fawcett said: "I find the use 
of 'chairman' out-dated. 

"I would prefer to use the term 
'chair'. However, I also respect 
those who take a different view. 

"My personal approach to this 
is if the person in the chair tells 
me they want to be addressed in 
a particular way 1 will do that." 
But several Tory coun¬ 
cillors were vocal in 
their opposition to the 
motion, and branded 
the whole debate a 
waste of time. 

Wroxton and Hook 
Norton councillor 
George Reynolds said: 
'I have three daughters, 
they're far to the 


right of me and they would be 
happy to be 'chairman' or 
'madam chairman'." 

Independent councillor Lynda 
Atkins also opposed the motion. 

She added: "Any woman of 
my vintage in this room will at 
some stage in life have encoun¬ 
tered gender discrimination. I 
suppose joining the RAF in the 
1980s and Territorial Army in the 
1990s I should have expected it. 

"I supported the Lib Dem 
amendment because I feel I have 
earned the right to determine 
how I will be addressed." 

The motion failed, with only 
Labour and Green councillors 
voting in favour. The Tories and 
independent councillor Lynda 
Atkins voted against, while Lib 
Dems and other independents 
abstained.

Parade for RAF's 'few'

SECOND World War 
veterans joined with 
Royal Air Force personnel 
to mark the anniversary of 
the Battle of Britain on 
Sunday. 

Banbury residents lined 
the streets to watch the 
parade, which went from 
Banbury Town Hall to St 
Mary's Church. 

A service was held at 
the church to pay tribute 
to Royal Air Force service 
personnel who lost their 
lives in the Battle of 
Britain in 1940. 

Some of the veterans 
who attended the event 
spoke about their memo¬ 
ries of the battle. 

Those taking part in the 
parade included members 
of the Banbury Royal Air 
Force Association, the 
1460 Banbury Air Cadet 
Squadron and United 
States Air Force service¬ 
men from RAF 
Croughton. 

Banbury has a particu¬ 
lar significance for the 
war effort, as much of the 
aluminium for the planes 
was manufactured at the 
town's former Alcan 
plant.

The 
offences have the same modus operandi. 

"They identify homes with high value 
items and these homes are being ransacked 
until they find it." 

Officers have been working with col¬ 
leagues in Northamptonshire,

DS Birchall said: "We don't believe they 
are local offenders but offenders offending 
all over the south-east of England."

School receives a 
£963,000 boost

WORK to build a new sixth form at a 
Banbury special needs school could 
start early next year. 

Frank Wise School has been given a 
£963,468 grant from the Government to 
help pay for a new building for post-16 edu¬ 
cation. 

The new facility will cater for more than 
20 pupils and will replace a temporary 
building currently used for sixth formers. 

It is understood the school will also make 
a contribution towards the cost of the new 
building, but the figure was not available 
when the Banbury Cake went to press. 

Deputy headteacher Simon Knight said: 
"Essentially, the reason we need it is that the 
facility they are currently being taught in is 
not designed with their specific needs in 
mind. What they are getting is a learning 
environment that enables us to maximise 
their potential, and to give a highly spe¬ 
cialised and highly-personalised learning 
experience."

There are currently about 20 pupils in the 
school's sixth form, and the school has just 
over 100 pupils. 

Mr Knight said: "The intention is to enable 
us to have the capability to meet the post-16 
needs of our school. 

"The new building will be designed for 
numbers of pupils into the 20s. 


"This enables us to provide them with a 
permanent home and a bespoke classroom 
environment." 

Governor Anne Bonner, who is also a 
town, district and county councillor, said the 
grant was "well-deserved". 

She said: "It's absolutely amazing, but 
then it's an absolutely amazing school. 

"We are so lucky to have this school in 
Oxfordshire. The level of commitment by 
staff never ceases to amaze me. It's such a 
lovely, happy atmosphere. 

"Ever so much hard work has gone into 
the bid. It was well-deserved." 

She said the sixth form gave the young¬ 
sters and their parents a much-needed 
option after the end of children's formal edu¬ 
cation. 

Mrs Bonner added: "It will be a fresh 
lease of life for them." 

Work to design the new building is in the 
final stages and a planning application is 
expected to be submitted to Cherwell 
District Council soon. 

If planning is approved, work is expected 
to start early next year. It is not yet known 
how long building work will take.

A FORMER insurance broker has been 
jailed after he was convicted of possessing 
cocaine with intent to supply. 

Christopher Waite, pictured, of Parklands, 
Banbury, was sentenced to two years in 
prison by a judge in Oxford Crown Court on 
Monday. 

The 30-year-old was arrested after police 
searched his home and found around 
£3,000 worth of the class-A drug, along with 
scales, eight mobile phones and a fake bank 
note on May 25 last year. 

Waite was found guilty of possessing 
cocaine with intent to supply and having 
custody or control of counterfeit currency 
after a trial. He also admitted possessing 
cannabis. 

Richard Germain, 
defending, said if he 
was sent to prison 
Waite could lose his 
current job and 
even his home. 

He said: "He will 
lose his job, he and 
his fiance will lose 
their house, because 
they won't be able 
to pay for it. 

"And he will 

come into contact 
with a lot of unde¬ 
sirables in prison - 
so a suspended sentence does have its 
advantages." 

Mr Germain also argued that the cocaine 
his client had been caught with was of an 
"exceptionally low purity" of just 10 per 
cent. 

But Judge Charles Harris told him this did 
not necessarily work in Waite's favour and 
that even drug users might be "entitled" to 
better than that. 

He said to the defendant: "Drugs are bad 
for you and they are bad for society in gen¬ 
eral. They cause dependency, distress, 
despair and crime."

Martin Barre is about to release his fourth album, Away With Words 


HE MAY be best known as the gui¬ 
tarist with Jethro Tull, but Martin 
Barre is more than just another 
1970s prog rock survivor. 

A talented artist in his own right, 
Barre is about to release his fourth 
solo album, and he is celebrating 
with a UK tour which, on October 5, 
reaches Banbury. 

The album, Away With Words, 
will appeal to fans of Barre's solo 
material and Tull followers of old, 
featuring new arrangements of the 
band's material together with new 
compositions. 

And with one-leg-balancing flute- 
botherer Ian Anderson's seminal 
prog outfit still in indefinite hiatus, 
this is the best chance fans of the 
Luton-born band will get to relive 
those heady experimental jazz/ folk- 
rock sounds made famous on classic 
albums Thick as a Brick and 
Aqualung.

Barre's career with Tull stretches 
back to 1969 when he was picked 
by Anderson to replace Mick 
Abrahams on guitar. He remains the 
band's second-longest standing 
member after Anderson, and has 
appeared on all but the first of their 
albums. 

His show at The Mill will see him 
bashing out the usual Jethro classics 
along with a clutch of less known 
gems with the invaluable help of 
engineer James Bragg. 

Favourites which also feature on 
the album include Requiem, From a 
Deadbeat to an Old Greaser, Moths, 
Home and Fire at Midnight. 

And Barre proves himself a talent¬ 
ed multi-instrumentalist, taking on 
duties on acoustic, classical and 
electric guitars, bouzouki, man¬ 


dolin, flute and clarinet. 

"Rearranging and representing the 
Tull songs featured on this album 
became a very pleasant and reward¬ 
ing task," says Barre."These lesser- 
known songs have always been 
among my favourite pieces of music 
and reworking them brought back 
many good memories".

Shadow beneath chefs childhood sky 


CELEBRITY chef Rick Stein 
recently returned with a film 
camera crew to the farm in 
West Oxfordshire that had 
been his family home. 

The 150-acre mixed farm 
just outside Churchill, on 
the road to Chipping 
Norton, gave the celebrated 
seafood chef, restaurateur 
and author his first 
memories and love of good 
food. 

In his television series, 
Rick Stein's Food Heroes, 
which saw him touring the 
UK, he said: "There's a 
whole band of people out 
there producing small 
quantities of food with 
passionate commitment 
who look after their land 
properly, treat their flocks or 
herds with affection and 
take their time to grow or 
rear crops or animals." 

Only many years later did 
he realise he was talking 
about his own Oxfordshire 
home.

For there was a shadow 
over what in many ways 
was an idyllic childhood in 
the rural Oxfordshire, with 
regular holidays in 
Cornwall, where his family 
had a house on Trevose 
Head.

would put the present day 
Chipping Norton Set to 
shame, his father Eric Stein 
was a charismatic 
personality. 

The young Rick, however, 
would sometimes be 
embarrassed by his father's 
sometimes manic behaviour 
and deep depressions, all 
symptoms of bipolar 
disorder. 

Seeing again the 
swimming pool at the farm 
brought the memories 
flooding back. 

His father had built it, 
during a manic phase, in a 
summer of drought. 

When Rick was 18 he 
learnt that his father had 
thrown himself off a cliff in 
Cornwall. 

His difficult relationship 
with his father and how the 
tragedy was to shape his 
own life and personality are 
key themes of his new 
book.

Haupt flicked a clever six over 
fine leg for Banbury's only 


boundary, but he soon holed out 
to Darren Hooey at mid-off. 

Luke Ryan and Richard West 
tried to get the scoreboard goi ng, 
but Wimbledon did not let up. 

At 27-5 it was raining heavily 
and the umpires took the players 
off. Banbury were given until 
4pm to finish their innings and 
Wimbledon until 4.25pm to start 
theirs. The wet weather put paid 
to that, leaving a bowl out, with 
five players getting two deliver¬ 
ies each. 

Smith, Rawlinson and Neil 
Turk hits the stumps for Wimble¬ 
don, but only Oily Wright suc¬ 
ceeded for Banbury.

T O TRULY excel in a chosen 
field you need to be 
challenged, pushed to the 
limit of human endurance to find 
previously untapped reserves of 
strength and courage. 

For this reason sport is littered
